SEEN AS VICTORY 
BY RAIL WORKERS 


Rail Labor Board Refuses 
Plea of Managers for Im- 


mediate Abrogation of 


‘National Agreements. 


MOTION BY EMPLOYEES 
OF A., B. & A. DENIED 


Following Day Ruling, 
A., B. & A. Workers Seek 
to Have Hearing Denied 
Company. 


Chicago, February 18.—Decision 
of the United States railroad labor 
board today that the national agree- 
ments shall remain in force until 
completion of the present hearing 
was characterized tonight by rall- 
road employees as a victory. 

The ruling came as a surprise 
hoth to railroad and labor repre- 
sentatives and upset plans of union 
officials for a bombardment of the 
railroads’ request for immediate ab- 
rogation of the agreements. 

Fortified with a legal battery 
headed by Frank P. Walsh, the la- 
bor representatives appeared today 
to answer thie request of W. W. At- 
terbury, speaking for the railroads, 
for quick abolition of the national 
agreements. The board’s decision 
against granting the request left 
little for the labor men to do ex- 
cept file a statement prepared by 
B. M. Jewell, president of the rail- 
road employees’ department of the 
American Federation of Labor. 

Hearing ,Goea Over. 

This Io and an amplifica- 
tion by Mr. Walsh, charged the 
railroads with being @ party to an 
attempt at wiping out It 
bargaining and crushing , 
organizations. When‘ they nea fin- 
ished, they were unprepared to pro- 
eeed with the regular rebuttal of 
the railroad evidence objecting to 
the national rules and the hearing 
went over until Monday. 

The board tonight refused to 
grant a motion by employees of the 
Atlanta, Birmingham and Atlantic 
rialway that the hearing on the re- 
quest of that road to reduce wages 
be thrown out on the ground that 
it did not legally come under the 
jurisdiction of the board. 

The employees contended that the 
road did not contest the reasonable- 
ness of the present wages, but had 
maintained only that it could not 
pay such wages, that it now was 
losing $100,000 a month and that to 
continue as at present would place 
the road on the scrap heap. 

Cite Decision. 

They cited a paragraph in today’s 
decision on the national agreements 
which said that all questions involv- 
ing expense of operation, on the 
amount of money necessary to oper- 
ate was not in the jurisdiction of 
the board and should be taken be- 
fore the interstate commerce com-

Funeral of Alabama 
Congressman. 


Anniston, Ala., February 10.— 
With the big bell in the city hall 
tower tolling its message of death 
to the entire citizenship of Annts- 
ton; the wliole of the Cathoun Coun- 
ty Bar assdciation forming an hon- 
orary escort; the senatorial and 
congressional funeral committees in 
attendance; all of the business 
houses of the city closed, and busi- 
ness entirely suspended during the 
funeral hour, impressive services 
were held over the remains of Rep- 
resentative Fred L. Blackmon at his 
late home in-Christine Circle, just 
before noon today. 

The congressional delegation ar- 
rived at 10 o’clock this morning. 
Senators Underwood and Heflin and 
Representative Dent were unable to 
leave Washington to attend the fu- 
neral,. 

The lawn at the Blackmon home 
was filled with sorrowing friends of 
the dead congressman, all the drive 
ways and adjacent streets being fill- 
ed with automobiles. At the ceme- 
tery an immense throng, unable to 
get near the home of their friend, 
had assembled to await the coming 
of the funeral train. 


Flowers by the wagon load were 
sent to the home and to the ceme- 
tery, hundreds of telegrams poured 
into the stricken wife and other 
relatives, and while the entire citi- 
zenship of Calhoun county mourned 
his death, the body of the late con- 
gressman was lowered into the 

vault. 

Services were conducted by Rev. 
Frank W. Brandon, presiding elder 
of the Methodist district. and oth- 
er ministers. The congressional del- 
egation left tonight by way of Bir- 
mingham on its return to Washing-

Of Suwanee Bank 
As\He Gives Up 


Indianapolis, February 10.—Detec- 
tives today detained a young. man 
giving the name Mark Haywood, and 
his home address at Alpharetta, Ga,,. 
while they made an investigation to 
determine whether he is a home- 
sick youngster or a consclence- 
stricken bank robber. 

Haywood stopped two detectives 
as they were leaving the detective 
bureau and asked: “How would you 
like to catch a good bank robber?” 

The officers said they wouldn’t 
mind. “1 guess I’m it,” said Hay- 
wood. He told the detectives he was 
wanted in Suwanee, Ga., where, with 
two companions, he robbed a bank 
two weeks ago of $2,000. He also 
said he was released on $1,000 bond 
signed by his father following arrest 
in his home town on a crimina! 
charge several months ago. 

Haywood said he was now “broke 
and conscience-stricken.” 


How Bank Was Robbed. 

The Bank of Suwanee was robbed 
in open daylight Wednesday, Janu- 
ary 26, when three young men en- 
tered the building just before the 
closing hour, bound Cashief F. F. 
Dowie to a chair, and made away 


with funds aggregating $%,500. They 
made their escape in a waiting au- 
tomobile, driven by a fourth man. 

On the morning of the following 
Thursday, Carroll Williams and 
Steve R. James were arrésted at 
their homes in Alpharetta, and 
charges of complicity in the bank 
robbery were docketed against 
them. 

The chase of the other bandits, 
thought to have .been Mark Hay- 


good and Thomas J. James, was 


taken up by a posse, in™“ess than 
twenty minutés after the robbery. 
Efforts were made to follow the 
trail left by the tires of their au- 
tofmobile in the snow which began 
falling that afternoon.

The disturbance was central 
over Louisiana Wednesday night, 
and moved northeastward with 
greatly increased intensity, being’ 
attended by general] precipitation 
from the Mississippi valley east- 
ward, except in the Florida pe- 
ninsula. 

Clearing weather is forecast to- 
morrow for the southern states.

Macon, Ga., February 10.—(Sp- 
cial.)—The Ocmulgee river reached a 
Stage of 20.5 feet here this evening at 
6 o’clock, and at that hour was still 
rising. The freshet is due to_the 
heavy rains in the watershed above 
Macon, the rains in some places be- 
ing of almost cloudburst propor- 
tions. People residing in the low- 
lands along the Ocmulgee _ river 
moved out today, some who were 
reluctant to leave being persuaded 
by the Red Cross to do so. 

Bateaus were in use in some 
streets tonight, transporting the 
belongings of several families to 
side of Central City park and the 
city reserve, where a number of 
high ground. "The new levee cou- 
structed by the city of Macon long- 
manufacturing plants are located, 
was holding tonight, and It is not 
anticipated there will be any trofible 
there, as the water will have to rise 
Several feet yet to get over the 
levee.

Washington, February 10.—Twen- 
ty-one American marines attached 


to the legation guard at Managua, 
Nicaragua, have been arrested by 
American military authoritles as a 
result of the wrecking of the plant 
of the newspaper La Tribuna at 
Managua yesterday, Secretary Dan- 
lels announced today. Captain J. 
LL. Underhill, commanding the 
guard, reported to the navy de- 
partment that the men attacked 
the newspaper establishment as a 
result of the publication of what 
they considered “abusive and libel- 
ous” articles regarding the marines. 

Mr. Daniels said a court of in- 
quiry and courts-martial undoubt- 
edly would follow. 

The naval secretary characterized 
the attack on the newspaper plant 
as “serious and awful,” and  de- 
clared that he had no patience with 
men in the uniform who took the 
law into their own hands, regard- 
less of the provocation. 

The American legation guard at 
Managua consists of a company of 
103 marines. 

Secretary Daniels has ordered 
Rear Admiral H. F. Bryan, com- 
manding the American special ser- 
vice squadron in Central American 
waters to proceed to Managua and 
take charge of the situation.

Forty Homes 


Blown Down. 


Approximately forty houses were 
blown down in the Gardner settle- 
ment. The Shepherd brothers’ tom- 
missary, at the big lumber plant, 
was reduced to kindling wood, 
Young Orr and four negroes meet- 
ing death there. Ten feet away 
from the commissary was the gen- 
eral office of the Cleveland-Oconee 
Lumber company, which was un- 
touched by the storm. 

The fifteen-acre plant of the lum- 
ber company, which practically 
owns the settlement gite of Gardner, 
was not seriously damaged by the 
wind, although millions of feet of 
lumber piled in the yards was scat- 
tered. 

The tornado spent its force loeally 
immediately beyond the plant of the 
lumber company, in the settlemént 
of forty houses and four stores. 
Most of the people residing in this 
section were negroes, the white peo- 
ple of the town living on higher 
ground, a short distance away. 

These negro houses and stores 
faced the tracks of the Savannah 
division of the Central of Georgia 
railroad. In the rear of the houses — 
was an open field, extending for 
nearly a mile from the Oconee sta- 
tion to the lumber mill.

Lloyd-George today informed the 
Locomotive Engineers and Firemen’s 
union that its implied threat to 


bring on a general] strike in Great 
Britain over the shooting of raliway- 
men at Mallow, Ireland, last month, 
would not influence the government 
in considering the union’s demand 
for an investigation. 

The intimation of the_union, in a 
resolution adopted by its executives 
at Leeds, yesterday, was that unless 
the government granted an inquiry 
into the Mallow affair by February 
15, and gave guarantees for the 
safety of the members of the union, 
a general strike would be called. 

Mr. Lloyd-George, in replying today 
to the railwaymen's request and their 
threat to strike, which had been 
communicated to him, announced to 
Secretary Bromley, of the union, 
that it was the government’s inten- 
tion of sending the Leeds resolu- 
tion to [Ireland for informative 
purposes, 

The premier added, however, that 
he wished it stated at Once that no 
threat of a national strike could be 
“permitted to influence the action 
of the government on a matter of 
the administration of the law.” 

“The government,” he continued, 
“will consider the question purely 
on its merits, without reference to 
these improper threats.”

“Bolshevism and the rule of Len- 
ine and Trotsky will die of inanition 
within two to three years—very 


likely in far less time, possibly 
within the year—if Russia is re- 
lieved of foreign intervention and 
left to work out her own domestic 
problems,” said Gregory Zillboorg, 
during the forenoon of Wednesday, 
to a group of interested listeners 
eres round him in the Ansley 
otel, where he stopped for the day 
between lecture engagements in Bir- 
mingham, Ala., and Aiken, S. C. 
“The bolshevik army at present is 
only a feeble expression of Rusisan 
nationalism, which urges the Russian 
‘to defend his country against Eng- 
land, France,;Germany, America, and 
what not.’ Intervention removed, 
the naturally peace-loving Russian 
will say: ‘There is nothing to 
fight,” and self-demobilization will 
take place with the bolshevik army, 


-as it did with the imperial army, 


which ‘reasoned, ‘why should I fight 
Germany, one monarch, to uphold 
another, William for Nicholas?’ ”’ 
Dr. Zillboorg is one of the most 
notable figures at present in Amer- 
ican public life, his association with 


the Root -commission from the 
United States, and his service as 
minister of labor under the Keren- 
sky government, adding authority 
to his opinions on Russian political 
questions and international policies.

During his long career there 
has never been the suspicion of any- 
thing dishonest connected with any 
of his scraps.

@geous youngster. Denham suffer- 
ed a setback by being knocked out 
by Bill Bailey, but Bailey has the 
Indian sign on Denham, just ex- 
actly as Young Corbett had on Ter- 
ry McGovern and Al McCoy had on 
George Chip. Denham has always 
been a different fighter when op- 
posed to anyone but Bailey, 

Denham fnas been working con- 
scientiously and he has a world of 
ambition. He realizes the impor- 
tance of the opportunity offered by 
the match with a man of Dillon’s 
fame. And all Atlanta knows that 
a reputation will not scare Den- 
ham. It takes something more 
than that. The German army had 
a pretty tall reputation, but it 
didn’t scare the Atlanta scrapper.

It said 
that pending the outcome of the 
rule’s hearing, which was separated, 
by agreement, from the wage hearing 
which ended in the award of last 
July, the natlonal agreement pro- 
mulgated- under federal control 
would remain in full force. Plea for 
their abrogation on account of fi- 
nancial inability to pay Wages 
awarded by the board was a matter 
“outside the board’s jurisdiction, the 
ruling said, and should go to the in- 
terstate commerce commission.

The 
New Orleans selling of July was 
said to be against purchases in Liv- 
erpool to undo old straddles, how- 
ever, and the pressure of that sort 
subsided after the close of the Brit- 
‘ish market, ; 

This left the local market more 
sensitive to buying orders and prices 
recovered all but three or four 
points of their early losses on a 
renewal of Wall street and local 
covering, March selling up from 
13.38 to 13.68, and July from 14.-8 
to 14.47. Reports of an increased 
spot business in New Orleans helped 
the early afternoon rally, but there 
were also reports of free spot of- 
ferings in the southwest, which pro- 
moted some local selling in the late 
trading. 

Closing prices showed reactions of 
15 or 16 points from the best. Ru- 
mors were circulated that 20,000 
bales of cotton were to be shipped 
here from New Orleans for delivery 
on March, but scattering March 
liquidation was absorbed at a dis- 
count of about 42 points under May. 
It is reported that Mississippi cot- 
ton growers, through one of their 
organizations, have shipped a first 
installment of 5,000. bales on a con- 
tract to send 650,000 bales to Ham- 
burg to be disposed of on the toll 
system.

LOWER MARKET 
AT NEW ORLEANS 


New. Orleans, February 10.—A 
lower market ruled in cotton trade 
today, no buying power of conse- 
quence appearing at any stage of 
the trading, while selling was stim- 
ulated by poor cables and an un- 
favorable estimate of January con- 
sumption in this country by a pri- 
vate bureau. The opening was 
lower and the decline continued, 
with several minor upturns, until 
it amounted to 27 to 30 points, 
March falling to 13.13. Closing 
prices were at net losses of 16 to 
21 points, with March at 13.22. 

The poor showing of the Liver- 
pool market before the opening here 
was set down, in private messages 
by cable, to unfavorable conditions 
in the Manchester market. Aé first 
the disposition was to look favor- 
ably on a private estimate of 317,- 
000 bales in December, but the 
view soon gained ground that the 
increase was not large enough to 
be in proportion te the many claims 
of a better business during that 
month and moreover, it was pointed 
out that the consumption in Janu- 
ary of last year was 592,000 bales. 
The strongest upturn came toward 
the middie of the session when 
prices rose to within one to seven 
points of yesterday’s close on re- 
ports from the eastern belt that 
‘mills were experiencing an improv- 
ed demand for their products.
